Kesteven  County  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  as  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1942. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  lie  able  to  record  that  during  the  third 
year  of  war  there  has  been  no  appreciable  deterioration  of  the 
health  of  the  County.  Indeed,  in  spite  of  the  many  restrictions, 
movements  of  population,  long  hours  of  employment,  etc.,  the 
vital  statistics  for  the  County  are  impressive.  Whilst  the  Birth 
Rate  for  the  Country  as  a  whole  (15.8)  is  the  highest  since  1931. 
the  Kesteven  figure  (18.47)  is  the  highest  since  1924.  The  Death 
Rate  for  the  County  was  11.94  per  thousand  against  11.6,  for 
England  and  Wales  ;  it  compares  favourably  with  the  Rate  for 
the  previous  year.  With  regard  to  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate, 
both  the  County  Rate  and  the  National  figure  are  low  records, 
viz.:— 41.59  and  49.00  per  thousand  Live  Births  respectively. 

There  were  no  major  epidemics  of  Infectious  Diseases,  and 
without  exception  the  incidence  of  the  various  categories  was 
below  that  of  the  Country  as  a  whole. 

The  appointment  in  March,  1942,  of  the  first  County  Sanitary 
Inspector  in  Kesteven,  enabled  more  attention  to  be  given  to 
certain  branches  of  the  Health  Department’s  work  -especially 
the  supervision  of  milk  supplies. 

The  Civil  Defence  Casualty  Services,  which  are  referred  to 
in  the  body  of  the  Report,  have  been  established  on  lines  laid 
down  by  II. M.  Government,  and  although  the  framework  has 
been  settled  for  some  years,  it  is  still  subject  to  modification  and 
development  at  the  instance  of  the  Ministries  of  Health  or  Home 
Security,  or  of  the  Regional  Commissioner  and  in  the  light  of  local 
experience.  In  view  of  this  complex  system  of  control,  and  the 
large  number  of  personnel  involved  (both  whole-time  and  part- 
time),  the  administration  of  these  services  demands  a  consider¬ 
able  amount  of  time  as  well  as  local  knowledge.  The  appointment 
of  a  Staff  Officer  to  the  County  .Medical  Officer  of  Health  has 
been  most  helpful  in  this  connection. 

I  wish  to  record  the  efficient  services  rendered  by  the  whole 
of  the  professional,  clerical  and  nursing  staffs,  and  for  their 
assiduous  attention  to  their  duties  under  difficult  war-time 
conditions.

According  to  the  statistics  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General 
the  net  live  births  in  the  County  numbered  2.092  (1.001  males 
and  1,031  females),  which  is  a  considerable  increase  on  the  figure 
for  1941 — 1,859.

Both  the  number  of  Stillbirths  and  the  Stillbirth  Hate  were 
again  below  the  average. 

The  number  of  births  notified  in  the'  Count  \  Welfare  Area 
(i.e.,  excluding  the  Borough  e>f  Grantham)  under  Section  203  of 
tile  Public  Health  Act.  1930,  was  1,490-  1,420  live  and  70  still¬ 
births. 
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Deaths  : 

The  Death  liate  lor  the  County  was  11.94  per  thousand  of 
the  estimated  population,  and  although  higher  than  the  figure 
for  England  and  Wales,  it  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  lor 
the  previous  year  (12.24).  The  number  of  deaths  was  1,353 
compared  with  1,388  in  1941,  of  which  819,  or  60.6  per  cent, 
were  of  persons  over  65  years  of  age. 

Deaths  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  87,  giving  an  Infant 
Mortality  Hate  of  41.59  (86  and  45.84  the  previous  year) 
appreciably  less  than  the  rate  for  the  Country  as  a  whole  (49.00). 
This  is  the  lowest  Infant  Mortality  Hate  ever  recorded  i)i  the  County. 
The  chief  causes  of  death  in  this  age  group  were — premature 
birth  30.  and  congenital  malformations,  birth  injuries,  etc.,  29. 

There  were  8  deaths  from  puerperal  causes  during  the  year 
under  review,  which  represent  a  Maternal  Mortality  Hate  of  3.71 
pier  thousand  total  births.  The  figure  for  1941  was  11  deaths 
with  a  mortality  rate  of  5.67. 

Further  details  of  the  causes  of  death,  etc.,  will  be  found  on 
pages  31  and  32. 

Population  : 

The  civilian  population  of  the  County  was  estimated  by  the 
Registrar-General  to  be  113,270  at  mid-year  1942;  this  is  160 
less  than  the  estimate  for  the  previous  year.  The  excess  of  live 
births  over  deaths  during  1942  was  739. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
Public  Health  Staff 

A  list  of  the  Public  Health  Department’s  Staff,  together 
with  details  of  the  changes  which  occurred  during  the  year,  will 
be  found  on  page  3. 

Mr.  John  \V.  Webb  was  appointed  the  first  County  Sanitarv 
Inspector  in  Kcsteven  in  order  that  milk  supplies  and  other 
sanitary  matters  could  be  more  adequately  supervised. 

Another  new  post  was  created — that  of  Staff  Officer  fur  the 
Civil  Defence  Casualty  Services  to  winch  Mr.  L.  V.  Lawrence 
was  appointed. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

With  the  appointment  of  a  County  Sanitary  Inspector,  a 
Laboratory  was  set  up  in  the  Public  Health  Department  in 
August,  1912,  for  the  examination  of  milk  samples  under  The 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders  and  the  Milk  in  Schools  Scheme 
(i.e.,  by  the  Methylene  Blue  technique,  also  the  “  Kesazurin  ” 
test  for  keeping  quality).  These  facilities  have  been  offered  to 
the  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  in  the  Count)',  and  the  majoritv 
have  agreed  to  use  them. 
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Additional  arrangements  were  ;ilso  made  during  the  year  for 
the  biological  examination  of  milk  samples  for  tubercle  bacilli. 

Apart  from  these  extra  facilities,  the  Laboratory  arrangements 
were  as  stated  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1930.  Details  of  the 
specimens  examined  will  be  found  under  the  appropriate  sections 
of  this  Report. 

Ambulance  Facilities  : 

There  are  six  civilian  ambulances  in  the  County  for  the 
transport  of  the  sick,  maternity  patients  and  accident  eases  : 
they  are  located  as  follows  : — two  each  in  Grantham  and  Sleaford 
and  one  in  Stamford  and  in  Bourne.  In  addition,  an  ambulance 
for  the  removal  of  infectious  cases  is  attached  to  the  Bourne 
Isolation  Hospital. 

The  emergency  ambulance  service,  which  was  organised  in 
connection  with  Civil  Defence,  was  referred  to  in  detail  in  my 
Report  for  1940. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

The  County  Council  have  no  scheme  providing  for  general 
nursing  in  the  home.  This  work  is  undertaken  by  the  various 
District  Nursing  Associations,  all  of  which  are  affiliated  to  the 
Lincolnshire  Nursing  Association. 

There  were  43  District  Nurse  Midwives  employed  by  30 
Nursing  Associations  in  ICesteven  during  1942,  of  whom  22  acted 
as  Infant  Health  V  isitors,  Tuberculosis  and  School  Nurses. 


CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES 
Infant  Welfare  Centres 

The  number  of  Infant  Welfare  Centres  provided  or  subsidised 
bv  the  County  Council  remained  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year, 
viz.  15.  Details  were  set  out  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1940. 

School  Clinics 

The  facilities  provided  at  the  four  School  Clinics  enumerated 
in  mv  last  Report  remained  unchanged  throughout  the  year. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries 

The  two  Dispensaries  provided  at  Watergate,  Grantham, 
and  at  Lafford  House.  Eastgate,  Sleaford  (open  Saturday  and 
Monday  mornings  respectively)  were  as  before.  The  premises 
which  house  the  former  clinic  arc  far  from  suitable,  and  proper 
accommodation  should  be  provided  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 


Treatment  Centres  for  Venereal  Diseases 

There'  is  one  Treatment  Centre  in  the  County,  and  tins  is 
situated  at  13  Elmer  Street,  Grantham  :  it  is  open  on  Thursdays 
from  9  to  10.30  a.m.  for  women,  and  11  a.m.  to  12  noon  for  men. 
Patients  may  also  receive  advice  and  treatment  at  out-county 
Climes  at  Lincoln,  Nottingham.  Ketton.  Peterborough  and  Boston. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

The  County  Council  is  the  Local  Supervising  Authority  under 
the  Midwives  Acts  for  the  whole  of  the  Administrative  County, 
but  the  Borough  of  Grantham  is  a  separate  Welfare  Area. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres 

The  total  number  of  children  who  first  attended  the  15  Infant 
Welfare  Centres  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  County  Council 
and  who,  on  the  date  of  their  first  attendance  were  under  one 
year,  was  618,  and  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five,  175. 

The  total  number  of  children  who  attended  these  Centres 
during  the  year  was  750  under  one  year,  and  1,351  over  one  and 
under  five  years  of  age. 

Ante  Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics 

The  arrangements  for  the  ante-natal  and  post-natal  exam¬ 
ination  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  by  their  own  medical 
practitioner  continued  as  before.  During  1912,  356  expectant 
mothers  were  ante-natally  examined  under  this  scheme,  and  160 
post-natally.  The  scheme  continues  to  prove  of  great  value, 
and  55  abnormalities  were  discovered  at  these  examinations,  and 
referred  for  treatment. 

Ophthalmic  Treatment 

A  total  of  16  children  under  5  years  of  age  were  seen  bv 
l)r.  A.  Christie  Reid,  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  of  whom  31  were 
new  cases.  Spectacles  were  prescribed  for  15  of  the  new  cases 
and  for  1  of  the  old  cases. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  refer  any  case  to  hospital  for  in¬ 
patient  treatment. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment 

The  arrangements  for  the  orthopaedic  treatment  of  children 
under  five  years  of  age  remained  the  same  as  in  previous  years, 
and  the  following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  carried  out  during

Twelve  children  were  wearing  surgical  apparatus  at  the  end 
of  the  year — including  4  surgical  boots  and  6  night  splints  (made 
at  the  Clinics). 

Six  children  under  school  age  (including  2  suffering  from 
tuberculous  conditions)  received  in-patient  treatment  in  Grantham 
Hospital. 


Dental  Treatment 

Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under  five  years 
may  receive  conservative  treatment  by  arrangement,  but  this 
part  of  the  Scheme  should  be  further  developed  when  conditions 
permit. 

Health  Visiting 

The  home  visiting  of  pre-school  children  is  carried  out  by 
the  six  County  Health  Visitors  and  *22  District  Nurse-Midwives.

Child  Life  Protection 

On  December  31st,  1942,  there  were  within  the  County 
Welfare  Area  24  children  in  the  care  of  22  registered  foster-mothers, 
as  compared  with  28  children  boarded-out  with  *24  foster-mothers 
at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  All  foster  children  were  kept 
under  close  supervision  and  regularly  visited. 


Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children 

One  hundred  and  seventeen  expectant  or  nursing  mothers 
and  15  children  under  5  years  of  age  were  admitted  to  the 
Grantham  Hospital  under  the  terms  of  the  agreement. 


The  mothers  included  t  cases  of  Abortion,  1  A.P.H.,  and 
one  each  of  the  following  :  Pre-eclampsia.  Currettage,  Retained 
Placenta,  Salpingitis  and  Caesarean  Operation.  The  average 
length  of  stay  of  the  1 17  cases  was  lb  days.

War-time  Day  Nursery 

The  first  War-time  Day  Nursery  in  the  County  Welfare  Area 
was  formally  opened  by  Lady  Welby  at  Barnhill  House,  Stamford, 
on  3rd  December,  1942.  The  Nursery  can  accommodate  40 
children  of  all  ages  up  to  5  years,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  20  names  on  the  register  (7  of  0-2  years  and  13  of  2  5  years). 

MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES 

The  arrangements  for  the  registration  of  nursing  homes  as 
required  under  sections  187  to  194  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  continued  as  before.  On  31st  December,  1942,  there  were 
4  nursing  homes  on  the  register  (the  same  number  as  at  the  end 
of  the  previous  year),  providing  accommodation  for  6  maternity 
patients  and  13  others.  No  fresh  applications  for  registration 
were  received  during  the  year. 

Eight  inspections  of  these  Homes  were  made. 

Exemption  from  registration  was  granted  in  3  cases — one 
cottage  hospital  and  2  general  hospitals.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Seven  hundred  and  twenty-nine  eases  of  infectious  disease 
amongst  civilians  were  notified  to  the  District  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  during  the  year,  compared  with  2,413  in  1941,  1,216 
in  1940  and  355  in  1939.  The  main  reason  for  this  large  decrease 
was  the  reduced  incidence  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough- 
352  and  78  compared  with  1,625  and  405  respectively  ;  there  was 
also  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Cerebro-spinal  Fever.

Following  upon  the  receipt  of  Circular  25 1 3  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  a  scheme  for  dealing  with  any  possible  outbreak  of 
TYPHUS  was  prepared.  The  proposed  arrangements  arc  on  a 
county  basis  in  co-operation  with  the  Local  Sanitary  Authorities, 
and  include  one  or  more  “  Teams  "  to  arrange  for  the  removal  of 
patients  to  hospital  and  disinfestation  of  premises  and  bedding, 
etc.,  hospital  accommodation  being  provided  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital  belonging  to  the  South  Kcsteven  Rural  District  Council. 
By  the  end  of  the  year,  protective  clothing  had  been  ordered 
and  some  progress  had  been  made  in  the  recruitment  and  training 
of  the  “  Teams.” 

With  regard  to  DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION,  approxi¬ 
mately  2,230  children  under  15  years  of  age  (1,031  under  5  years 
and  1,199  5-15  years)  were  protected  in  this  way  during  the 
latter  half  of  1912. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  obtain  an  accurate  estimate  of  the 
total  number  of  children  immunised,  but  according  to  returns 
from  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  17  per  cent  of  the 
children  under  5  years  in  the  Adminstrative  County  were  im¬ 
munised  at  the  end  of  1942.  Following  an  appeal  by  the  Minister 
of  Health,  a  vigorous  campaign  was  started  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  in  an  endeavour  to  increase  the  percentage  of  pre-school 
children  immunised,  and  the  initial  survey  made  by  the  Health 
Visitors  indicated  that  approximately  43  per  cent  of  this  age 
group  in  the  County  Welfare  Area  were  thus  protected. 

In  September,  1942,  a  survey  was  made  of  all  children  in 
attendance  at  the  elementary  schools  in  the  County  and  this 
showed  that  02  per  cent  had  been  immunised,  but  the  District 
Medical  Officers  of  Health’s  figures  suggested  that  this  percentage 
had  risen  to  77  by  the  end  of  the  year.

Of  t lit*  above  102  new  cases,  13  (10  pulmonary  and  3  non- 
puli nonary)  were  included  in  the  Supplemental  Return,  informa¬ 
tion  having  been  obtained  from  the  death  returns  regarding  9 
eases.

The  arrangements  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  this 
disease  remained  the  same  during  1942,  and  the  following  is  a 
summary  of  the  services  rendered  : — 

(«)  Dispensaries  :  The  total  number  of  patients  who  attended 
the  two  Dispensaries  (Watergate,  Grantham  and  Lafford  House, 
Eastgate,  Sleaford)  was  182,  and  they  made  629  attendances. 

On  December  31st,  1942,  there  were  437  definite  eases  of 
Tuberculosis  on  the  Registers — 283  Pulmonary  (148  males  and 
135  females)  and  15  1  (86  males  and  68  females)  Non-Pulmonarv. 

(/>)  Artificial  Pneumothorax  Treatment  :  A  total  of  449  refills 
were  given  to  19  eases  during  the  year. 

(c)  X-ray  Examinations  :  Arrangements  were  made  for  250  X-ray 
examinations  to  be  carried  out  (compared  with  156  the  previous 
year)  either  by  Dr.  K.  Monteith  at  Lincoln  or  at  the  Peterborough 
A  District  Memorial  Hospital.  Special  screening  sessions  were 
also  arranged  as  required  for  the  patients  receiving  artificial 
pneumothorax  refills. 


(d)  Pathological  Examinations  :  Three  hundred  and  two  speci¬ 
mens  of  sputum  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli 
by  the  Council's  Medical  Staff  -25  being  positive  and  277  negative: 
these  were  in  addition  to  those  sent  by  practitioners  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Emergency  Laboratories  at  Lincoln  and 
Peterborough. 

(e)  Open-air  Shelters:  The  Council  owns  12  open-air  sleeping 
shelters,  and  these  were  all  out  on  loan  during  the  year.  They 
were  also  regularly  inspected  by  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector 
for  structural  defects. 

(f)  Extra  nourishment  in  the  form  of  free  milk  was  supplied  to 
17  patients  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £31. 

(g)  Surgical  Apparatus  :  Assistance  totalling  ft)  15s..  was  given 
in  3  of  the  5  eases  requiring  surgical  appliances  or  repairs  to  their 
apparatus. 

(//)  Domiciliary  Visits  :  Eight  hundred  and  eight  visits  to  the 
homes  of  tuberculous  patients  were  paid  by  the  County  Health 
Visitors. 

(i)  Institutional  Treatment  :  The  number  of  beds  reserved  by 
the  County  Council  for  the  treatment  of  patients  suffering  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  31  (the  same  as  in  previous  years) 
as  follows  :

With  regard  to  propaganda,  in  October  the  Central  Council 
lor  Health  Edu.-ation  arranged  special  film  displays,  followed  b\ 
l.dks  b\  medical  officers  and  the  distribution  of  literature,  at 
two  large  factories  in  the  County.  Arrangements  were  in  hand 
al  the  end  of  the  year  for  further  displays,  etc.,  to  be  given  at 
other  factories. 


CANCER 

As  will  be  seen  on  page  8,  there  were  205  deaths  from  Cancer 
representing  a  death  rate  of  1.81  per  thousand  civilian  popu¬ 
lation  (183  and  1.61  previous  year)  :  the  average  for  the  quin¬ 
quennium  1986-1  OK)  was  198.  For  many  years  now,  Cancer 
deaths  in  the  County  have  been  second  only  to  Heart  Disease. 

A  Joint  Scheme  to  serve  the  Geographical  County  of  Lincoln¬ 
shire  has  been  prepared  under  the  Cancer  Act,  1936,  and  having- 
received  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  a  start  was  made 
in  1942.  Dr.  J.  X.  Walker  was  appointed  Dilector  of  Radio¬ 
therapy,  and  treatment  by  deep  X-ray  and  Radium  was  com¬ 
menced  at  the  Scunthorpe  Memorial  Hospital  where,  by  agreement, 
beds  have  been  provided  under  the  Scheme. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  arrangements  were  in  hand  for  the 
establishment  of  the  first  Out-pa  Fen  t  Consultative  Clinic  in 
Kesteven  at  The  Grantham  Voluntary  Hosp’tal,  and  this  was 
opened  in  February,  1943.  It  is  hoped  that  additional  Con¬ 
sultative  Clinics  will  shortly  be  established  for  Kesteven  cancer 
eases  at  Lincoln  County  Hospital  and  the  Stamford,  Rutland 
and  General  Infirmary. 

SCABIES 


Following  upon  the  introduction  of  the  Scabies  Order  1941, 
it  was  decided  at  a  Conference  with  representatives  of  the  Local 
Sanitary  Authorities  to  operate  a  treatment  scheme  on  a  County 
basis.  The  basis  of  the  Scheme  was  to  divide  the  County  into 
five  suitable  areas,  and  to  provide  each  with  a  treatment  centre, 
the  services  of  a  full-time  Cleansing  Nurse  (to  carry  out  treatment 
at  the  centre,  and  to  follow  up  eases  at  home)  and  transport  for 
the  Nurse  and  patients  (where  necessary).  Premises  for  Cleansing 
Stations  and  the  Disinfector  Plants  were  pooled  in  order  to  use 
to  the  best  advantage  all  available  resources.  The  five  areas 
decided  upon  with  the  location  of  the  Clinics  are  as  follows  :

With  regard  to  transport,  Civil  Defence  vehicles  were  used 
in  most  areas,  the  drivers  being  drawn  from  either  the  whole¬ 
time  or  part-time  personnel  :  in  one  area,  this  arrangement 
broke  down  and  the  Local  Authority's  ambulance  is  now  used. 
No  charge  js  made  for  the  use  of  t’.D.  vehicles. 

The  method  of  treatment  is  by  bathing  in  a  slipper  bath 
followed  by  painting  with  twenty-five  per  cent  Benzyl  Benzoate 
Emulsion  :  this  method  has  been  found  to  give  very  good  results, 
the  number  of  “  return  "  eases  being  small  and  these  were 
usuallv  attributable  to  re-infection. 

Arrangements  exist  for  the  in-patient  treatment  of  Scabies 
in  special  cases  at  three  different  Hostels  or  Hospitals  in  the 
County,  but  only  a  small  number  have  been  treated  in  this  way. 

One  difficulty  has  arisen  with  regard  to  the  treatment  of 
adult  male  eases,  and  that  is  with  regard  to  the  employment  of 
male  Cleansing  Nurses.  There  is  insufficient  work  for  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  whole-time  orderlies,  and  it  was  hoped  that  members 
of  the  Civil  Defence  personnel  would  volunteer,  but  this  appeal 
met  with  very  little  response.  This  situation  has  not  as  yet  been 
fully  solved  ;  apart  from  this  difficulty,  the  treatment  scheme

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Milk  and  Dairies.  1  am  again  indebted  to  Mr.  (1.  A.  Moore, 
Divisional  Veterinary  Inspector,  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries,  for  a  most  useful  report  upon  the  activities  of  his 
department  in  relation  to  Milk  and  Dairies.  Extracts  from  this 
report  are  given  (in  italics)  under  the  appropriate  headings. 

(i)  Laboratory  Facilities  for  the  Examination  of  Milk  Samples. 

Additional  and  improved  facilities  for  the  bacteriological  examin¬ 
ation  ol  milk  samples  have  been  provided  during  the  year.  A 
small  laboratory  has  been  set  up  at  the  County  Offices.  Sleaford 


lor  routine  examinations  these  facilities  are  also  available  to 
I-ocal  Authorities.  One  hundred  and  ninety-seven  samples  were 
examined  here  190  under  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  7  under 
the  Resazurin  Test. 

(ii)  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations  1936-42.  The 

number  of  licences  in  force  on  the  31st  December,  19 1*2,  was 
T.T.  4  ;  Accredited  59  (the  same  number  as  at  the  end  of  1941). 
One  new  Accredited  licence  was  issued  during  the  year  and  one 
Accredited  licence  revoked. 

With  the  appointment  of  a  County  Sanitary  Inspector,  in¬ 
creased  sampling  and  supervision  of  these  supplies  has  been 
possible,  although  the  effects  of  this  appointment  and  improved 
laboratory  facilities  were  not  felt  until  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

Ninety-seven  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  during  the 
year,  67  passing  and  30  (30%)  failing  the  prescribed  test.  One 
hundred  and  twenty  visits  to  premises  were  made. 

In  order  to  deal  with  the  speedy  administration  of  these 
regulations,  a  special  Milk  Designations  Sub-Committee  has  been 
set  up  with  power  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council. 

“  All  the  Tuberculin  Tested  herds  in  the  County  ore  cdsu 
Attested  under  the  Ministry's  Attested  Herd  Scheme.  'The  usual 
statutory  tests  of  these  herds  were  carried  out  and  no  reactors  were 
d  iscovered. 

During  the  year  the  usual  quarterly  examinations  of  all  .  lecredited 
herds  in  the  County  were  carried  out.  The  total  number  of  cows 
examined  teas  5,667,  and  3  animals  showing  clinical  symptoms  of 
Tuberculosis  'were  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order.  Apart 
from  a  few  sporadic  eases  of  Mastitis,  very  fere  conditions  likely  to 
affect  the  milk  were  discovered  and  the  health  of  the  cattle  generally 
was  good." 

(iii)  Milk  in  Schools  Scheme.  At  the  end  ol  the  year  the 

number  of  school  departments  participating  in  the  scheme  was 
139.  The  number  of  individual  producers  and  or  retailers 
approved,  together  with  the  type  of  milk  supplied,  was  as  follows  : 
4  retailers  licensed  to  sell  pasteurised  milk  and  supplying  79 
departments  ;  17  Accredited  producers  supplying  *28  depart¬ 

ments  ;  and  “26  producers  supplying  ordinary  raw  milk  to  3*2 
departments. 

Seventy-three  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  were 
taken  from  the  farm  premises  and  at  school,  the  results  being 
13  satisfactory  and  30  (41%)  unsatisfactory.  Fifty -three  visits 
to  premises  were  made. 

(iv)  Tuberculosis  in  Milk.  A  scheme  lor  increased  biological 
sampling  was  drawn  up  and  commenced  to  operate  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  year.  An  endeavour  is  being  made  to  take  repre¬ 
sentative  bulk  samples  from  each  designated  and  school  milk 


herd  twice  a  year.  In  addition,  a  scheme  for  the  following  up 
of  cows,  bulls  and  calves  slaughtered  in  (lovernmcnt  slaughter 
houses  and  found  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis  was  inaugurated. 
The  owner  of  the  animal  is  ascertained  and  sampling  carried  out 
if  it  is  considered  that  there  is  any  likelihood  of  a  milch  herd 
being  infected.  Furthermore,  arrangements  are  in  hand  to 
follow  up  milk  supplies  to  tuberculous  patients. 

During  1942,  126  samples  (79  from  Designated  and  School 
Milk  producers)  were  taken,  the  results  being  :  5  positive  to  the 

presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  (representing  4.3%  of  the  completed 
examinations);  111  negative;  with  1 0  “  no  results.  "  The  positive 
results  were  referred  to  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Inspector. 
Ministrv  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  who  reports  : 

“  On  investigation,  in  three  of  these  cases  a  single  erne  teas 
found  to  be  ercreting  Tubercle  bacilli  in  the  milk.  In  one  case  3 
cows  let  're  discovered  and  in  the  fifth  case  the  result  of  the  investigation 
teas  negative,  but  on  subsequent  biological  testing  of  this  herd,  a 
bulk  sample  of  milk  proved  negative  for  tubercle  bacilli  (it  is  thought 
the  offending  cow  had  been  sent  to  a  knackers  yard  before  the  in¬ 
vestigation).  In  all  cases  the  offending  cores  were  dealt  -with  under 
the  Tuberculosis  Order,  and  bulk  samples  of  the  milk  from  each  of 
the  herds  taken  after  the  investigation  reus  found  to  be  negative  for 
tubercle  bacilli  on  biological  evamination. 

(The  fact  that  five  cases  of  Tuberculous  milk  re  ere  brought  to 
light  during  the  pear  as  compared  with  none  in  the  previous  two 
years,  demonstrates  the  necessity  for  the  increased  biological  testing 
undertaken  by  the  Local  .  luthority  during  the  year). 

Tuberculosis  Order,  1938.  During  the  year  39  animals  reerc 
slaughtered  under  the  'Tuberculosis  Order  of  1938.  This  figure 
includes  those  discovered  during  the  routine  inspection  of  dairy 
herds  and  investigations  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  of  1938. 
A  total  of  73  cases  were  reported,  of  which  34  proved  to  be  negative.  " 

One  hundred  and  seventy-five  notifications  of  cows  etc. 
slaughtered  in  slaughter  houses  and  found  to  lie  infected  with 
Tuberculosis  were  received  and  followed  up. 

The  general  standard  of  milk  production  in  the  county  cannot 
be  regarded  as  satisfactory  The  area  is  of  course  not  primarily 
a  milk  producing  district,  but  it  is  evident  that  there  is  room  for 
considerable  improvement.  In  my  opinion,  the  absence  of  a  legal 
standard  of  keeping  quality  for  non-designated  raw  milk  is  a 
handicap  in  the  work  of  improving  the  bacteriological  quality 
of  this  milk. 

The  advent  of  rationalisation  of  milk  deliveries  bv  the 
Ministry  of  Food  has  been  the  cause  of  many,  and  I  feel  justifiable, 
complaints.  Milk  is  such  a  variable  article  from  the  phvsicul  and 
bacteriological  standpoint  that  it  is  unfortunate  that  one  should 
he  forced  to  take  a  particular  supply  with  no  choice.  The  need 


for  conservation  of  transport  and  man  power  is  fully  appreciated, 
but  l  feel  strongly  that  the  control  of  milk  deliveries  should  be 
withdrawn  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926.  “  During  the  near  a  routine 

elinical  examination  of  581-  herds  producing  milk  for  sale  was 
earned  out.  .1  toted  of  5,340  cows  were  examined.  It  teas  not  found 
possible  during  the  pear  to  complete  the  examined  ion  of  all  the  herds 
in  the  County  owing  to  the  absence  of  staff  on  Foot  and  Mouth 
Disease  and  other  duties.  Only  one  cow  shozving  clinical  symptoms 
of  Tuberculosis  was  discovered,  and  very  few  other  conditions  likely 
to  affect  the  milk  were  found.  The  health  of  the  stock  generally 
was  very  good. 

Anthrax  Order,  1938.  Three  outbreaks  of  Anthrax  occurred 
during  the.  year.  In  all  cases  the  ease  was  promptly  reported  and  the 
animals  involved  were  immediately  dealt  with.  No  spread  of  in¬ 
fection  occurred  from  the  original  cases.  In  two  eases  the  outbreak 
was  the  first  to  be  discovered  on  the  premises  involved,  but  the  third 
case  occurred  on  premises  where  a  serious  outbreak  occurred  in  10  10.” 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  The  County  Council  administers 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  relating  to  analysis  of  food  and  drugs 
throughout  the  County  with  the  exception  of  the  Borough  ot 
(Jrantham,  to  whom  the  powers  have  been  delegated. 

The  number  of  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Analysts

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

The  parish  of  North  Hykcham  situated  south  of  Lincoln  (  .B. 
has  been  surveyed  m  detail  with  regard  to  the  need  lor  a  sewerage 
disposal  scheme,  and  a  special  report  presented  to  the  Public 
Health  and  Housing  Committee. 


Between  the  two  wars  this  parish  expanded  considerably, 
many  new  houses  being  built  and  the  population  has  increased 
from  1,170  to  2,850.  A  piped  water  supply  has  been  iu  existence 
for  a  number  of  years  with  numerous  w.es.,  baths,  etc.,  and  the 
existing  drainage  disposal  is  by  means  of  cesspools.  The  land 
has  become  sewage  “  sick  '  and  has  almost  reached  its  capacity 
for  absorption  many  of  the  cesspools  being  permanently  full. 
This  fact,  coupled  with  the  interference  of  the  surface  land  drain¬ 
age  in  a  naturally  flat  area,  by  the  building  of  many  new  houses, 
the  filling  in  of  ditches  and  the  provision  of  inadequate  culverts 
has  led  to  a  most  unsatisfactory  position.  The  District  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  has  referred  to  the  need  for  a  proper  sewerage 
scheme  on  many  occasions  and  has  drawn  attention  to  the  public 
health  dangers  of  the  existing  position  which  has  gradually 
worsened.  In  1938  a  sewerage  scheme  was  prepared  but  turned 
down  on  the  grounds  of  expense.  The  matter  has  now  become 
urgent  and  should  be  dealt  with  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

The  prevention  of  river  pollution  has  been  given  increased 
attention  and  a  contract  made  for  the  examination  of  samples. 
A  number  of  sewage  disposal  plants  are  under  review  and 
following  sampling  and  advice,  improvements  have  been  effected 
during  the  vear. 

A  survey  of  the  Wvville  and  Cringle  Streams  which  provide 
the  source  of  water  supply  for  a  large  water  undertaking  has  been 
carried  out  with  a  view  to  preventing  some  of  the  pollution  and 
improving  the  quality  of  the  water.  Unfortunately,  many  of  the 
points  of  pollution  are  long  standing  and  even  if  they  could  be 
removed,  the  effects  would  not  be  felt  for  some  considerable 
time.  Obviously  the  only  satisfactory  solution  was  to  provide 
effective  purification  of  the  water,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that 
the  Water  Company  concerned  is  carrying  out  the  necessary 
improvements 

During  the  year,  the  Kesteven  War  Agriculture  Executive 
Committee  arranged  “  school  camps  ”  in  connection  with  assist¬ 
ance  on  the  land,  and  excellent  co-operation  exists  between  the 
Committee's  organiser  and  the  Public  Health  Department.  Visits 
have  been  made  to  the  camps  and  any  recommendations  for 
improvements  taken  up  with  the  organiser. 

Representations  concerning  matters  affecting  hygiene  were 
made  to  the  Director  of  Education  re  13  schools.  Conditions  at 
many  of  the  schools  in  the  county  are  unsatisfactory  and  much 
work  will  need  to  lie  done  in  the  post-war  era.  In  the  case  of 
one  school,  Mctheringham  Fen,  .North  Kesteven,  the  condition 
of  the  sanitary  accommodation  was  so  bad  that  the  school  vas 
closed  on  the  26th  August.  1912.  until  satisfactory  alternative 
accommodation  could  be  provided.  After  some  delav  improve 
ments  were  carried  out  and  the  school  re-opened  on  the  20th 
Oetobei,  1912. 
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CIVIL  DEFENCE  CASUALTY  SERVICES 

Progress  was  made  during  1942  in  the  establishment  of 
additional  First  Aid  Points  and  the  Up-Grading  of  others  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  laid  down  in  Circular  XM 
CIRC ',32  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  number  of  official 
First  Aid  Points  was  originally  22,  of  which  12  were  Up-Graded  ; 
13  “  voluntary  ”  First  Aid  Points  were  officially  recognised, 
making  a  total  of  23  Points.  In  addition,  one  “  voluntary  " 
Point  was  up-graded,  making  a  total  of  13  Up-Graded  First  Aid 
Points  in  the  County. 

It  was  decided  to  include  in  the  Up-Grading  Scheme  two 
additional  ear  ambulances  to  operate  from  Deeping  St.  James, 
and  two  light  mobile  first  aid  units  which  are  now  based  at 
Stamford  and  Navenby  respectively. 

Leaders  of  the  First  Aid  Parties  were  invited  to  attend  a 
course  of  specialised  training  at  the  Regional  Training  School 
established  at  Chesterfield.  It  was  not  possible  for  all  the  leaders 
to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered,  but  a  good  response 
was  obtained. 

A  few  of  the  whole-time  personnel  attached  to  the  First 
Aid  Posts  and  Parties  were  engaged  upon  cleansing  work  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Scheme  for  treatment  of  Scabies. 

Co-ordination  between  the  Civil  Defence  Casualty  Services 
and  t lie  Home  Guard  Medical  Organisation  took  place  in  accord- 
dance  with  the  instructions  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in 
Circular  248(5  of  the  12th  September.  1941. 

An  inspection  of  First  Aid  Post  and  Hospital  Gas  Cleansing 
facilities  in  the  County  was  made  by  the  Assistant  Regional 
Hospital  Officer  (Col.  A.  N.  Fraser)  who  considered  that  the 
existing  provisions  were  adequate. 

An  investigation  was  also  made  of  the  Affiliated  Gas  Cleansing 
Centres.  The  Ministry  of  Health  reviewed  the  facilities  provided 
by  these  Services,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  number  ol  Public 
Gas  Cleansing  Centres  be  reduced.  There  are  now  eight  of  these 
Centres,  and  one  still  to  be  completed.  The  centres  are  sited  as 
under  : —

Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  the 
neeessarv  personnel  to  staff  the  Public  Gas  (  leansing  C  entres  and 
Mobile  Cleansing  Units.  As  from  I  he  1st  June.  19  12.  the  \\  aniens 
Service  took  over  the  maintenance  and  recruitment  ol  personnel 


for  the  Gas  Cleansing  Centres  and  Points  throughout,  the  County. 
Thev  also  took  over  a  siniil;  r  responsibility  Cor  the  Mobile  Gas 
Cleansing  l  Hits,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  exercise 
a  general  supervision  over  these  arrangements  as  they  form  part 
of  the  Casualty  Services.  It  is  not  the  task  of  the  Wardens  to 
man  the  Centres  and  Cleansing  Points  :  Wardens  should  obtain 
and  train  personnel  to  do  this.  It  is  for  the  Wardens  to  ensure 
that  the  Points  and  Centres  are  kept  in  a  proper  state  and  ready 
for  immediate  use,  and  that  personnel  are  trained  and  ready  for 
duty  when  required. 

Revised  arrangements  were  made  with  regard  to  hospital 
accommodation  for  air  raid  casualties,  particulars  of  which  are 
given  hereunder  :

Defence  Casualty  Services  during  the  past  five  years,  a  special 
type  of  training  was  instituted  in  co-operation  with  the  Home 
(hiard.  These  exercises  were  designated  as  “  combined  and 
“  actor  exercises  respectively,  and  were  designed  to  test  the 
general  effieiencN  of  the  training  of  the  respective  services  and 
t  he  arrangements  made  for  liaison,  in  active  operations,  between 
the  Home  Guard  and  the  Civil  Defence  Services. 

The  “combined  exercises  pre-supposed  that  certain  Ci\ il 
and  .Military  incidents  had  occurred,  and  the  appropriate  services 
were  then  called  out  to  deal  with  them. 

The  “  actor  exercises  on  the  other  hand,  were- demonstrations 
held  mainly  in  the  open  air  before  specially  selected  spectators 
ol  the  operation  ol  the  Civil  Defence  Services,  including  the 
He  port  Centre,  in  actual  operation.  These  exercises  explained 
the  time  and  the  method  by  which  the  link-up  with  the  militarv 
machine  was  effected  under  invasion  conditions. 

The  main  object  of  these  exercises  was  to  secure  adequate 
training  of  personnel  at  all  links  in  the  chain. 


WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND 


The  work  of  the  Kestevcn  (Lines.)  Blind  Society  has  been 
carried  on  as  in  previous  years,  and  I  am  indebted  to  Mrs.  Cyril 
(ireenall,  the  Honorary  Secretary,  for  the  following  report  upon 
the  work  carried  out  during  1912.

This  is  an  increase  of  fourteen,  and  is  chiefly  due  to  a  number  of  eases  of 
suspected  blindness  being  reported  to  us  by  the  assistance  boards  :  the 
majority  of  those  so  reported  have  proved  to  he  eligible  for  registration. 

The  work  of  the  Society  has  been  carried  on  as  usual.  We  have  had 
considerable  anxiety  as  regards  finance,  t lie  grant  from  the  County  Council 
being  inadequate  to  fulfil  the  duties  under  the  Blind  Persons  Act.  Allowances 
were  made  to  an  average  of  125  persons,  and  six  of  our  Home  Workers  received 
augmentation  of  their  earnings. 

There  was  considerable  difficulty  in  obtaining  materials  for  the  Home- 
Workers.  but  those  under  our  own  care  have  been  supplied  with  sufficient 
to  keep  them  at  work  during  most  of  the  year. 

The  upkeep  and  provision  of  II. T.  Batteries  for  the  wireless  sets  provided 
by  the  British  Wireless  for  the  Blind  Fund  is  a  growing  expense.  Our  share 
of  the  Wireless  Appeals  for  this  purpose  only  amounted  to  £2  Its.  10d..  and 
the  cost  of  the  batteries  has  increased  considerably. 

Miss  Sandwith,  the  Blind  Welfare  Visitor,  has  given  excellent  service 
during  the  vear,  but  owing  to  the  restrictions  on  petrol  she  has  been  unable 
to  visit  the  more  distant  eases  as  frequently  as  we  should  have  wished.  How¬ 
ever.  we  endeavour  to  keep  in  touch  with  them  all  as  far  as  is  possible.
